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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicants' amendment to tlie independent claims adding the limitation of "an upload module for uploading, to the local device, an additional 
control signal set for application to a device control signal set at the local device" raises new issues requiring further search and 
consideration. Applicants' newly added independent claims raise similar issues requiring further search and consideration. Moreover, 
issues of new matter are raised by the new limitation. While it is agreed that the Specification need not disclose the claimed limitation in 
haec verba, it should be argued that one skilled in the art would not say that pre-recorded messages (e.g., prompts and responses) would 
be reasonably called "a control signal set". One skilled in the art would say that a control signal set would control the operation of 
something, e.g. turn on an oven or cause a television to change a channel, rather than merely produce an audio prompt.
